Ifaile in Australia KOIIDPATIUK tried to get into contact ivith o rae 
inpressarios and arrange for his solo performances in the futxire, lie v/ould 
like to talae his vjife v/ith him as accompianist . 

Our Source and others tried to "get closer" to Kondratiuk but he shov/ed 
a very great amount of reserve and almost fear. Source asl-;ed hin to his 
house but he refused to come. He complained that he v/as very busy, that 
he met a friend of his by the name Andriy in Helbourne ( v/ho is employed 
at the airport) and he had enough of quarelling i/ith him, Kondratiulc 
said that he had some difficulties due to the fact that so many 
irVainian emigres are approaching him, and indicated quite clearly he 
preferred to be left alone. He made an impression of a rather simple, 
unsophisticated, frightened hvuian being interested only in his career 
and determined to avoid anything that might compromise him, 
le avoided any political topics and told our Source he v/as not going 
to discuss "those problems" moreover that "v/e are completely different, 
our v/ay of thinlcing is different and v/e’ll never understand each other", 

C;ur dource v/rote a complirsentai'’y review on his perforia. nces and sent it 
to him and the Conductor. Kondratiuk did not react in any way. 


Approaches to other erabers of the group v/ere also fruitless. As a rule

The visitors made a very bad impreasion reserved* sticking 

all the time to official prs.rty line, denying even the arrests and 
persecution of intellectuals inthe Ukraine, and the Susoification itself. 
Most of the questions and topics raised by the Ukrainian Canadians they 
answered in a typical propagandistic manner full of phraseology. 

Also socially they seeined to be. aome'what "backvmrd” In comparison v/ith 
other visitors, Their raannex’s were not up to standard and they did not feel 
at ease *
